mum of care, has, we believe, been fully met in the 
“B” Series Tank and Laundry Heater, which we 
illustrate upon this page. We submit that improve- 
ments are found in this pattern that are met in no 
other design offered. No one who is interested in 
having an abundance of hot water for domestic 
purposes, or a suitable top for laundry or preserv- 
ing uses and an economical fuel consumption, can 
fail to be interested in a description of this heater. 

The water section which makes the fire pot and 
combustion dome is cast in one piece, the water inlet 
is near the bottom on one side, the outlet near the 
top on the opposite side. There is no fuel door in 
this piece (the coal being supplied through the top 
cover). This makes the entire area except the 
small space occupied by the clinker door prime 





heating surface. This water section flares toward 
the bottom, obviating any liability of ashes adher- 
ing to the sides, and it is so deep that an ample 
supply of coal can be carried to hold the fire for 
hours without attention, even in the smallest size. 

A substantial base having feet supports the water 
section and provides an air space between the bot- 
tom and the floor, thus doing away with any neces- 
sity of a specially prepared foundation. 

The ash-pit is unusually deep and is provided 
with a substantial door having a large opening for 
the convenient removal of ashes. A draft slide in 
this door regulates the air supply to meet all con- 
ditions. 

The grate is a rocking and dumping pattern of a 
very simple design, but the final result, the manu- 
facturers state, of years of experimenting and 1m- 
provement in grate making. It can be agitated 
sufficiently to remove the ashes with the lever in its 
normal position, but a simple adjustment permits 
the entire contents of the fire to be dumped if de- 
sired. 

But it is the top particularly that embodies 
features not found in any other designs that we 


have ever seen illustrated. The top is square, hav- 
ing rounded corners. A double ring extension 
cover in the center closes the opening through 
which the coal is supplied in the same manner as 
in an ordinary kitchen range. This top is ample to 
heat all the flat irons required in a domestic laun- 





dry or to heat a wash boiler or preserving kettle, as 
may be desired. 

An unique feature is a division plate extending 
from one side clear around the central opening on 
top, making a long deflecting flue and compelling 
the heated gases to travel completely around the 
outer edges of the top surface, thoroughly warm- 
ing all portions of it, and so utilizing and rendering 
available the heat that would otherwise be wasted. 
This division plate is fastened in position by an 
extension piece and lugs so that it cannot be acci- 
dentally misplaced or swung out of place. 

As a supplementary heater for providing all the 
hot water required for domestic purposes and as a 
convenient laundry stove, we think the readers of 
“Domestic Engineering” will consider it as far su- 
perior to any apparatus offered in the shape of a 
laundry heater, and its tisefulness in heating an 
additional room or two, its convenience as an aid 
in ordinarv domestic duties and its economy of fuel 
will also especially commend it.

Some Details in Running Pipes 
By J. M. ROBB, of Peoria, Ill. 


| ICHAEL ANGELO said: “Trifles 
constitute perfection, but perfection 
is no trifle.” When it is remem- 
bered that Michael Angelo built one 
of the aqueducts supplying Rome 
with water, the application of the 
above quotation to the work of run- 
Daan ping | ning pipes is not so much out of 
Coo 29} place as it seems at first sight. 

Apparently the paint, cement, pipe joint grease, 
dope, or whatever else it may be called, which is 
used on the threads of screwed pipe is one of the 
smallest trifles to be considered in running pipes, 
yet a hastily compiled list of some of the many 
troubles resulting from the careless use of paint 
brush or stick by plumbers and pipe-fitters will 
convince the most skeptical man in the business 
that this seemingly insignificant detail is well worth 
much more attention than it has ever received. 

The master plumber who will keep a careful list 
of his repair expense on new work just installed 
will find that no small portion of this deduction 
from his profits is due to bits of hardened paint 
sticking in cocks, faucets and valves, causing them 
to leak. 

Even though this expense were not worth sav- 
ing, a little reflection concerning the thoughts of 
the proud possessor of an otherwise satisfactory 
plumbing job, when, every time he uses a basin or 
tub, for weeks after the work is left completed he 
must fish out the bits of paint that flow in with the 
water will show the man who prides himself on 
careful work how important this little detail 
really is. 

Accumulations of paint used in making joints 
have been known entirely to stop the circulation of 
portions of hot water heating systems; fine plumb- 
ing fixtures have been almost ruined by the scour- 
ing necessary to remove stains from paint vomited 
from the water piping and then baked on by the 
hot. water; and the complaint records of every gas 
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company in the land show complaint after com- 
plaint of poor gas, caused solely by the too free use 
of the paint brush by the gasfitter and fixture 
hanger. 

Enough has been said to justify the attention 
requested for this trifle in the work of running 
pipes. 

It is here proper to consider the real value of 
the practice of using paint on the threads of 
screw-pipe and to throw all the light possible on 
the subject, the following articles by R. T. Crane 
and originally published in “Domestic Engineering” 
are given: 


MAKING TIGHT SCREWED JOINTS FOR VERY HIGH 
PRESSURE. 
“T am satisfied that the trade generally do not 
understand the conditions that are necessary in 
order to make good work in this line.

“If the ordinary steamfitter were called upon to 
put up piping that should stand 200 or 300 pounds 
of steam pressure, I think he would feel that he 
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was taking a very large responsibility, and if he 
were called upon to do a job that should stand 
1,000 pounds of air pressure, he would not feel like 
taking this responsibility, and anyone taking this 
responsibility would feel that he was obliged to

resort to very extraordinary means in order to ac- 
complish such a result; and if called upon to do 
such work with the ordinary material that is manu- 
factured and supplied in the general market he 
would say that it was an impossibility to do it. 
“We, however, not long ago had occasion to 
make joints tight in an 8-inch line so that they 
would stand 1,000 pounds of air pressure, and this 
we accompanied with the regular weight of line 
pipe and a coupling weighing about twenty-four 
pounds (which is the weight of a first-class line 
pipe coupling). The result of the experiment on 
thirty-two joints was that on the first test all were 
tight excepting one, and when this one joint was 
taken apart and again made up it also proved tight. 
“The secret in making such a joint is to over- 
come the friction in screwing the pipes together. 
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“Friction is due to the large amount of surface, 
especially when the joints are coming up close toa 
bearing. Any grit or gummy material in the joint 
also tends very largely to produce friction. Fric- 
tion produces expansion, and as the pipe is lighter 
than the coupling, it expands more than the 
coupling, and then when both again become cool 
the pipe shrinks more than the coupling, thus caus- 
ing a tendency to leak. 

“It is, of course, evident to anyone who has 
given any thought whatever to this subject, that 
in order to make tight such joints as are mentioned 
above, the iron must be brought together as solidly 
as possible. 

“To get such results it is imperatively necessary 
that the iron should be absolutely clean, and then 
it is essential that the very best lubricant is used 
in order to reduce the friction. I would also add 
that we have discovered that, in order to produce 
good joints, it is not necessary that the threads 
should be absolutely perfect, nor is a taper essen- 
tial (one of the couplings in the experiment herein 
referred to had no taper at all, and others very 
little taper), nor is a large amount of bearing nec- 
essary; in fact, we made one joint with a thread

reduced to three-fourths of an inch in width, and 
this joint was tight at 1,500 pounds hydraulic 
pressure, which proves that the bearing was not 
essential to the making of a tight joint, and that 
the length of thread was not essential to prevent 
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stripping of the thread from the coupling or the 
pipe. 

“This, I think, also proves another point that is 
not understood, and that is that it is not essential, 
in order to do good work, to have especially long 
threads.

“In fact, we are satisfied that especially long 
threads are a detriment in making a good joint, 
for it stands to reason that such long threads tend 
to produce friction, which prevents the iron from 
coming up closely together, and the irregularity of 
the thread on the pipe tends to prevent the iron 
coming up in the closest contact. This will be bet- 
ter understood if we go to a great extreme in the 
matter. For instance, should we undertake to 
make a joint on 8-inch pipe, with a thread six 
inches long, the irregularities and friction would 
be so great that it would be impossible to get this 
thread contact. 

“We would say, in connection with the tests re- 
ferred to herein, that we cut a dovetailed recess in 
the end of some of the couplings and undertook to 
<lemonstrate whether defective joints could be 








tightened with lead caulked in such recess, and 
while we did not go far in the number of these 
experiments, we did find in two experiments (all 
that we made) that we could tighten a defective 
joint in this manner.” 

BROKEN THREADS. 

‘Another cause of rejection of material is where 
the threads have been broken off a little. Prob- 
ably not so much as I per cent of the whole bear- 
ing of the thread is gone, yet some wise (?) steam- 
fitters will throw out this material. This is also an 
absurd theory, there being a large factor of strength 
in the length of all threads, as we know from tests 
that we made some time ago with an 8-inch 
coupling. We cut away ail the thread excepting 
three-eighths of an inch, thereby leaving only 
about one-fifth of the ordinary bearing of that 
size thread, after which it was put under a pressure 
of 1,000 pounds without a leak. 

“It is no doubt the common practice of steam- 
fitters and engineers to reject threads where only 
I per cent are broken. The utter absurdity of this 
is shown by the above test, wherein about 80 per

cent of the strength of the thread has been taken 
away. 

“For the purpose of illustrating these erroneous 
ideas we took an 8-inch coupling and a piece of 
8-inch pipe, and throughout the whole length of 
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the bearing of the thread in the coupling and on 
the pipe we made grooves, such as are likely to 
occur when there is a defective weld. The grooves 
extended about half the depth of the thread and 
were made an inch apart for the entire circumfer- 
ence of the pipe. Then we flattened all the threads, 
both on the pipe and in the coupling, excepting a 
mere speck on each; also to offset the broken 
thread feature of this question we cut three 
grooves in the pipe one-fourth of an inch wide and 
the full depth of the thread. This coupling and 
piece of pipe were then screwed together and tested 
to 500 pounds of air, at which pressure the joint 
was tight, demonstrating conclusively the stupidity 
of steamfitters and engineers on this subject, as 
claimed in the beginning of this article. The 
amount of defect in the threads used in this test was 
at least 100 per cent greater than that for which

the regular steamfitter or engineer will reject ma- 
terial.” 
30th of the foregoing articles bear directly on 
the use of paint in making up joints in screwed 





pipe and conclusively point out that the real value 
of paint for such use is as a lubricant, not as a 
cement. 

The writer has many times in his own work reme- 
died bad leaks merely by unscrewing the joints and 
making them up again, using only a little oil on 
the threads the second time.

He has further noted that the least trouble from 
leaks has been experienced on work where the fit- 
tings were first screwed up tight, then taken off, 
the threads slightly oiled and then made up tight. 
Viewed in consideration of the foregoing the indis- 
criminate use of the paint brush by most plumbers 
and pipe fitters is a very useless and pernicious 
practice. It probably is a resuit of the imperfect 
tools used in the early days of pipe fitting. Then a 
cement was necessary to secure tight joints. 

With the excellent tools and fittings generally 
furnished today there is no necessity for cementing 
screwed joints. 

The high pressure now generally used in piping 
of all sorts makes an iron to iron contact imperative 
for tight joints. 7 

Assuming that the threads themselves are rea- 
sonably perfect, the two principal essentials for 
tight work are that all the threads be thoroughly 
cleaned and that just enough of a good lubricant 
be used to overcome the friction of the threads 
when they are screwed up to a bearing. 

REAMING BURRS FROM CUT PIPE. 

Another most important trifle which receives 
little or no attention in running pipe is the burr 
left inside the pipe by the cutting-off tool. 
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Every text book relating to the flow of liquids 
through .pipes dwells insistently upon the impor- 
tance of maintaining a smooth bore. 

A pipe is no larger than its smallest inside 
diameter, and how often are pipes placed in po- 
sition with their carrying capacity reduced 50 per 
cent by the burr which the thoughtless fitter will 
not take the trouble to ream out. 

A good, sharp reamer should be one of the most 
important tools in every pipe fitter’s kit and it should 
be used every time a pipe is threaded. It takes time 
and work to do this, but it is only attention to the 
little things which marks the difference between 
the careful and the slovenly workman. 

SECURING PIPING IN PLACE. 

A glance at any job of piping will tell whether 
the man who erected it possessed any mechanical 
ability. There are so many good hangers that can 
be easily obtained or made that there is little or ne 
excuse for the carelessness so often shown in sup- 
porting lines of pipe. With some plumbers and 
pipe fitters anvthing in the shape of a hanger seems 
to go, and in some instances so few hangers are

used that the lines of pipe are almost without vis- 
ible means of support, the erector’s sole idea seem- 
ing to be to get his pipe into place as quickly as 
possible without any thought of permanency. It 
makes little difference what sort of hanger is used 
if they are placed closely enough together to pre- 
vent the pipes from sagging, but for neat work but 
one stvle of hanger should be used on the same job. 


The tinned strap is perhaps the hanger most gen- 
erally used. It does very well when the walls to 
which the pipes are secured are not to be finished. 

A hanger made like a wire nail, of wire bent 
U-shaped and having both ends bent and pointed 
for driving into the floor joists makes an excellent 
hanger where pipes are to be suspended from joists.

Such a hanger is quickly put up, makes a neat fin- 
ish, and is especially useful when the pipes must be 
graded. 

Very oiten hangers are made of strap iron ot a 
weight to correspond to the size of the pipe to be 
supported. I[f the pipe is carried close to the joists 
or ceiling the iron is merely bent around the pipe 
and the ends securely nailed. When the pipe is 
some distance from the ceiling one end of the strap 
iron 1s looped around the pipe and riveted or bolted 
into place with a stove bolt, while the other end is 
screwed, bolted or nailed to the ceiling or joists. 

I‘requently hangers for the larger sizes of pipes 
are made of chain run through screw eyes in the 
ceiling or joists and the ends secured with S hooks, 
stove bolts or split links. 

When the pipes must be rigidly secured the 
hangers are forged from iron of the necessary 
weight and then bolted into place. 

When many pipes are run together, cast, wrought 
or malleable ring or hook plates may be used to 
good advantage. 

When pipes are run on finished walls or ceilings 
the use of ring plates makes the best finish, since 
they hold the pipes clear of the walls or ceiling, 
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permitting both pipes and walls to be more easily 
painted or otherwise finished and at the same time 
preventing the accumulation of dirt behind the 
pipes. 

Under some conditions a board hanger can be 
advantageously used. Holes of the proper size are 
bored in a board of the required dimensions; the 
board is screwed or nailed in position and the pipes 
are run through the holes. Long vertical pipes run 
in partitions can be easily held in place by board 
hangers nailed to the partition studs.

Whenever in roughing work spuds are left for 
fixtures, their locations should be exactly laid off 
and the nipples held securely into place, so that it 
will be impossible for carpenters, lathers, plas- 
terers or other mechanics to move them. The pains- 
taking plumber and pipe fitter will find in the feel- 
ing of satisfaction which always results from work 
well done an ample return for the small additional: 
exertion required-to give lines of pipe a solid, sub- 
stantial appearance that betokens careful work. 

SYMMETRICAL ARRANGEMENT OF PIPING. 

Every job of piping should be carefully planned 
by the man who installs it. 

The time is past when a plumber can spend days 
in building an elaborate work-board to adorn the 
wall over a kitchen sink. 

On the other hand, while economy of both time 
and material must be studied, a good job of piping 
will never appear as though the man who erected 
it simply tried to make each run of pipe the shortest 
possible distance between the points of supply and 
delivery without any regard for other conditions. 

There is the same opportunity to display art in 
running pipes that exists in performing any other 
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work and the principal essentials of this art are 
simplicity and uniformity. Lines of the pipe should, 
as a rule, always be run parallel to the building 
walls. When conditions make necessary an excep- 
tion to this rule 45 deg. elbows should be used if 
possible. 

Parallel lines of pipe should always be run on the 
same level or plane. 

Branches also should always be run on the same 
plane or level. ‘This is easily arranged by taking 
the branches out of ells or 45 deg. ells screwed into 
the tees in the main lines, making the branches 
either above or below the main lines. 

Valves and cocks in parallel lines should always 
be lined up; likewise hangers, unions and other fit- 
tings. Uniformity should be the constant study of 
the man erecting pipe work. The symmetrical ar- 
rangement of piping stamps the man putting it up 
as a master of his trade. 


FLOOR PLATES, WALL AND CEILING PLATES. 


The use of floor, wall and ceiling plates is an- 
other trifle plumbers and pipe fitters very often 
neglect. No job of piping in finished rooms where 
these plates are omitted can be called complete. 

Of the many different types of floor, wall and 
ceiling plates, the solid cast iron plate, with a set 
screw for gripping the pipe, seems the best to use. 
It requires more thought when running the pipes 
in order to set them in the proper locations, but 
once set they are permanently in place. 

Plates of the split type very often work loose and 
are lost. The thin nickeled plates are easily dam- 
aged and on this account soon mar the appearance 
ot the piping. Again, in finished rooms the nickel 
plates emphasize the pipes from the contrast they 
make, where the cast iron plates finished like the 
pipes produce a more harmonious effect. 

The average plumber and pipe fitter very seldom 
thinks of using thimbles where pipes pass through 
masonry or plastered walls. Where there is much 
jar or vibration the use of thimbles is a necessity 
to prevent constant working away of the cement, 
plaster or mortar. Very frequently, also, the holes 
through which the pipes are run are never cemented 
up. This seems a very little thing. Yet the over- 
running of many a house by mice or other vermin 
can be traced directly to this one cause. 

Certainly if this point with the other little things 
connected with plumbing work received its proper 
share of attention there would be fewer complaints 
of the havoc wrought by plumbers when installing 
their work.

When the chairman of the Credentials reached the names 
of James E. Britt, John L. E. Firmin and William F. Wil- 
son, of San Francisco, the heartiest cheers and applause 
greeted each name. It is easy to see these Frisco men are 
the heroes of the convention, but no less hearty were 
the cheers which greeted the reading of the names of 
David Craig, E. D. Hornbrook, Jeremiah Sheehan, John 
E. Dugan, T. A. Hill, I. J. Brown, R. B. Moodie, John M. 
Addy, H. L. Rider, William »icCoach, Geo. F. Uber, Joseph 
A. Weldon, and of John A. Gordon, secretary of the Na- 
tional Master Plumbers’ Association, of Canada, who was, 
on motion of Larry Bannon, of Rondout, N. Y., admitted 
to the privileges of the floor but without a vote. At- 
tention was called to the presence of two members of the 
Mexican Master Plumbers’ Association, Javier de la 
Torre and Joseph A. I. Claudon, both of Mexico City, 
who, upon motion of Jeremiah Sheehan, were admitted to 
the privileges of the floor. These gentlemen were escorted 
to the platform and Mr. Claudon made a brief address, 
followed by Mr. de la Torre, who, not being familiar with 
the English language, made an address in Spanish, in 
which he said: 

‘*Senors—Hemos venido a esta gran nacion en repre- 
sentacion de los propietarios plomeros de Mexico para 
pedir proticcion; y al mismo tiempo damos las gracias 
por el recibirmento tan correcto que hemos recibido de 
todos los delegados deragin.’’ 

John A. Gordon and R, A. Mahoney, the Canadian visi- 
tors, were introduced and briefly spoke their greetings. 

Secretary Byrne then called out the telegrams and let- 
ters for members which had been sent in care of the asso- 
ciation. 

Auditing Committee. 

Upon motion of James D. McEntee, of New York, a 
committee of three was appointed by the chairman to 
audit the records of the past year, consisting of James D. 
McEntee, of New York; C. H. Cronin, of Boston, and 
J. L. Hague, of Minneapolis. 


Resolutions Committee. 


James E. Britt, of San Francisco, moved that the chair- 
man appoint a committee of five upon resolutions, to 
whom all resolutions offered shall be read without debate. 
The motion was carried and the chairman appointed 
James E. Britt, chairman, San Francisco; Jeremiah Shee- 
han, St. Louis; E. H. Morgan, Cincinnati; John E. Dugan, 
Albany, and John A. Quinn, of Philadelphia. 

Secretary Byrne then read the following resolutions: 

Offered by a Special Committee of the Baltimore Asso- 
ciation: A special committee of the Association of Mas- 
ter Plumbers of Baltimore city, respectfully present the 
following amendment to Article 29, of the By-laws of the 
National Association of Master Plumbers, and request ac- 
tion thereon at the coming convention, so that the article, 
when amended, will read as follows: 

‘Members of this association opening branch shops or 
taking on orders and executing plumbing work in any 


other city or state than that in which their home office is 
located, shall be required to apply for and take member- 
ship in said city or state association and otherwise com- 
ply with the local conditions therein existing.’’—For the 
Committee: John Trainor, Wm. H. Rothrock, Jas. F. P. 
Carey. 

Resolution offered by the Indiana Association: Re- 
solved, That it is the sense of this convention that the 
welfare of the National Association of Master Plumbers 
would be enhanced by having a national director from 
each state; these directors to be the state presidents 
of the different states, and that the office of national state 
vice presidents be dispensed with and our delegates to the 
next national convention be instructed to submit and sup- 
port the following amendment to the by-laws of the na- 
tional association. 

Amend article seven (7) of the by-laws of the National 
Association of Master Plumbers to read as follows: At 
the national convention the following officers shall be 
elected by ballot for the ensuing year, and each candi- 
date must receive a majority of the votes cast to be elect- 
ed, and when elected shail take office immediately. There 
shall be a president, a vice president, a secretary and a 
treasurer, who shall be members of the board of direc- 
tors. 

There shall be a board of directors who shall consist 
of the state presidents of each state, together with the 
four officers mentioned in the preceding paragraph and 
the retiring president. 

The president, vice president, secretary and treasurer 
shall be the first members of the board of directors 
elected, and seven (7) members, including the president, 
shall constitute a quorum of said board. The president 
may nominate the secretary and the board of directors, 
who consist of the state presidents, and the nomina- 
tions shall be submitted to the convention for election. 
There shall be a sergeant-at-arms appointed by the presi- 
dent at each national convention to act at such conven- 
tion, whose duties shall be those usually exercised by 
such officer, subject to the instructions of the chairman. 
The following article and parts of articles shall be 
stricken from the by-laws and the articles shall be 
amended so as to exclude them. Omit from section three 
(3) article nine (9) the words ‘‘national state vice presi- 
dent, or,’’ and all of article thirteen (13). 

‘*That for all states in which no state organization 
exists a state vice president shall be elected, who shall 
be the representative of the national association for such 
state, but such office shall become null and void when a 
state association is formed in such state.’’ 

Adopted by the Indiana State Association of Master 
Plumbers’ convention, March 6-7, 1906. 

Offered by C. J. Boyd, Chicago: Proposed amendment 
to the first paragraph of Article XII of the by-laws, to 
increase the membership of the standing auditing com- 
mittee from three to four members by striking out the 
word ‘‘and’’ after the words ‘‘vice president’’ and in- 
serting after the words ‘‘retiring president’’ the words 
‘fand secretary,’’ which will make the said first para- 
graph of Article XII read as follows: 

There shall be an auditing committee consisting of the 
president, vice president, retiring president and secre- 
tary, who shall act throughout the association term and 
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whose duty it shall be to approve or disapprove bills 
or warrants presented for payment, and said bills or 
warrants shall not be paid unless audited by the auditing 
committee, without said bills have been incurred by the 
direct order of the convention or the board of directors. 

The object is to have the secretary, in conjunction 
with the other members of the auditing committee, ap- 
prove and audit the expenses during the fiscal term, as 
most of the expenses are incurred with his knowledge. 

The only change is that the national secretary is made 
a member of the said auditing committee. This amend- 
ment does not affect the auditing committee of three 
which is appointed by the convention to go over the 
reports of the treasurer and secretary at the close of the 
term. 

Offered by C. J. Boyd, Chicago: Proposed amendment 
to the by-laws of the National Association of Master 
Plumbers by the addition of the following (at the end) 
to Article VIII: 

The executive clerk, referred to in this article, shall 
furnish to the board of directors a surety bond in a 
surety company, acceptable to the board of directors, in 
the sum of $2,000, for the faithful discharge of his du- 
ties. The premium for such bond shall be paid out of the 
funds of the national treasury. 


The reason for this amendment is that our executive 
clerk in a clerical way now has the handling, under the 
Supervision of the secretary, of all the money received 
by the National Association of Master Plumbers. 

Offered by C. J. Boyd, Chicago: 
made for membership in our association by the Master 
Plumbers Association of the United States and Mexico. 
In order for the convention to act on their application it 
will be necessary to submit the following amendment to 
our certificate of incorporation: 

Amend the tenth paragraph of the certificate of incor- 
poration of the National Association of Master Plumbers 
of the United States by the addition of the following 
words: ‘‘And the United States of Mexico.’’ This 
amendment will make the said paragraph read as follows: 

To have offices and promote and carry on its objects 
and purposes within or without the state of Delaware, 
in other states, the District of Columbia, the territories 
or colonies of the United States, and the United States of 
Mexico. 

Offered by Joseph A. Weldon, of Pittsburg, Pa.: I 
hereby offer the following amendment to the by-laws 
by way of an addition to Article XX, providing for the 
transfer of membership: 

1. A member of the national association in a state 
where there is no state association moving into another 
state where there is no state association and into a city 
where there is no local association may have his member- 
ship transferred without any cost. 

2. A member of the national association in a state 
where there is no state association moving his place of 
business into a state where there is a state association or 
a local association cannot have his membership trans- 
ferred by the national association without charge, and 
the local or state association may charge him the regu- 
lar initiation fee and dues; but it is recommended that 
local or state associations in such instances make excep-

tion in favor of members moving their places of business 
and be as lenient with them as consistent. 

3. A member of the national association in a state 
where there is a state association moving to another state 
where there is a state association shall be entitled to have 
his membership transferred to the state association where 
he has moved, and if the initiation fee in the state or 
local association to which the member moved is greater 
than the initiation fee where the member has moved from 
the member shall pay the difference. 


4. A member of a partnership or corporation affiliated 
with any state or local association leaving said partner-

ship or corporation and going into the plumbing business 
in the same city shall either retain or forfeit his member- 
ship, as the local or state constitutions and by-laws may 
provide, subject, of course, to the agreement between the 
partners or stockholders in the corporation, if not incon- 
sistent with the by-laws. 

5. If there should be no agreement between the part- 
ners or stockholders in the corporation and no provisions 
in the local or state constitutions and by-laws covering 
such continuances the following rules shall apply: 

6. A member of a partnership or corporation affiliated 
with any state or local association leaving said partner- 
ship or corporation by means of dissolution, purchase, or 
otherwise, and other members of the partnership or cor- 
poration continuing business at the old location, but in 
the old name, shall lose his membership im the state, 
local or national association; providing in all eases that 
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membership has been in the name of the partnership or 
corporation. 

7. Should a member of a partnership or corporation 
affiliated with any state or local association purchase the 
business of the partnership or corporation and continue 
business at the old location or under the old name, or at 
another location or under a new name, he shall, if the 
membership has been held in the name of a partnership or 
corporation and he is qualified to conduct a plumbing 
business, retain his membership in the local or state 
association. 

8. If the membership is in the name of one member 
of the partnership or corporation, and that member leave 
the partnership or corporation, he shall retain his mem- 
bership, providing he enters the plumbing business in 
the same city within six months after severing his con- 
nection with the partnership or corporation, and in such 
event, if the other member or members of the partner- 
ship or corporation continue in the plumbing business, he 
shall make application for membership in the regular way 
as @ new member. 

A recess was then taken until 2:30 p. m. 


Second Session. 


Although the convention adjourned until 2:30, it was 
nearly 3 o’clock before the delegates began to filter in. 
During the recess the officers of the New Jersey associa- 
tion at the Loraine hotel gave out a handsome souvenir 
book giving a brief history of New Jersey and some of 
its more important features, illustrated with portraits of 
Governor Stokes, of Mayor Stoy and of officers of the 
national, state and local associations. The guest badges 
given out by the New Jersey association were very hand- 
some. The suspending bar bore the word ‘‘Guest.’’ The 
blue ribbon read: ‘‘Twenty-fourth Annual Convention, 
N. A. M. P., June 26, 27, 28, 1906, Atlantic City, N. J.’’ 
A circular metal pendant bore in the margin: ‘‘New 
Jersey State Association of Master Plumbers.’’ On the 
field was emboidied in miniature the state in red enamel, 
surmounted by the watchword ‘‘Loyalty’’ and, under- 
neath, ‘‘Organized 1902.’’ Although the national badges 
have not yet been given out, the local delegates’ badges, 
the New Jersey guest badge, and the ‘‘ Louisville, 1907,’’ 


burgee, which was industriousiy pinned on everybody by , 


the Louisville crowd, make the delegates seem quite be- 
ribboned as they come filing into the hall. 

The official stenographer, C. H. Welch, has just saun- 
tered in, so I expect things may soon begin. I have been 
taken for Welch, or Welch for me, which is nearly as bad. 
This is the fifteenth convention Mr. Welch has reported, 
and yet Signor de la Torre, with his Spanish address, 
this morning floored him completely. 

President Boyd has finally called the convention to 
order, at 3:27, but the delegates do not take him seri- 
ously. Several delegates are wearing the conical canvas hats 
distributed as souvenirs by some enterprising manufactur- 
er. Others are smoking souvenir cigarettes, while still others 
are studying their trade newspaper, catalogues and other 
priated matter distributed in the seats. Bombarding the 
credentials committee are numbers of men who want 
corrections in the report. Chairman Boyd is now calling 
Albany, Troy and Indianapolis men to come forward for 
their credential cards.. The committee is also giving out 
admission tickets to the steel pier, to be used when the 


convention is not in session, and to Young’s pier. These 
delicate attentions are a part of the entertainment given 
by the New Jersey state association. I understand, by 
the way, that one thousand guest badges were given out, 
and even then there were not enough. 

President Boyd has again called the convention to 
order, it being ten minutes of 4, and the delegates are 
now ready to quiet down and listen. He invites the only 
past presidents present—John Trainor, of Baltimore; 
Jeremiah Sheehan, of St. Louis, and E. D. Hornbrook, of 
Kansas City—to take seats on the rostrum, and this they 
do to the accompaniment of clapping hands. 


Communications. 


Under this head John E. Dugan, of Albany, N. Y., pre- 
sents a resolution providing that state associations be 
not held liable for per capita taxes for local associations 
or individual members who cease their memberships. It 
is referred to the resolution committee without debate. 

Invitations to hold the convention in 1907 are now 
being read. They come from Martin Behrman, mayor of 
New Orleans; from the Jamestown exposition at Nor- 
folk, Va. (this invitation being seconded by a number of 
business men’s associations); from the Denver Conven- 
tion League, Denver, Colo.; Put-in-Bay, Lake Erie, and 
Saratoga, N. Y. 

The District Council of Master Plumbers of Hudson 
County, N. Y., sent in its rules and by-laws and the fol- 
lowing proposed amendments to the national by-laws: 

Amendment to Article XXIX. 

Members when estimating or receiving contracts for 
new work or alteration work in any city or town outside 
of their own shall immediately consult such local asso- 
ciation wherein the proposed work is to be done concern- 
ing all rules and regulations of the association, city or 
town. 

Revenue. 

Section 1. The revenue for the support of the national 
asscciation shall be derived from the sale of national rec- 
ognition cards and initiation fees, as provided for in the 
following manner: 

Sec. 2. Each local association shall pay to the general 
secretary-treasurer the sum of 5 cents for each card, and 
said card shall be recoginzed by all local associations affili- 
ated with the National Association of Master Plumbers. 

Sec. 3. Each local association will be required to pay to 
the general secretary-treasurer the sum of $2 (two dol- 
lars) upon every member initiated or reinstated. 

Sec. 4. The revenue derived from this source, together 
with that of the sale of supplies, shall be used to defray 
the cost of maintenance of the national association. 


Ritual. 

Resolved, That the National Association of Master 
Plumbers of United States shall adopt a form of ritual 
for the conducting and founding of local associations. 

Resolved, That the state legislative committee shall 
consist of one (1) member from each local association. 
Said committee shall be appointed by the state president. 

Resolved, That the national and state associations shall 
recognize in each county of any state the formation of a 
district council of master plumbers, which shall be com- 
posed of local associations in said county and of said 
state. 
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Resolved, That the national association adopt a semi- 
annual pass word, which shall be forwarded to the presi- 
dent of each state association; ‘said state president shall 
forward the said pass word to the president of each local 
association who is in good standing in said state associa- 
tion. 

CHARTERS. 
—Amendment to Article XX.— 

Section 1. Local association desiring to become at- 
tached to the national association shall first make appli- 
cation to the state president or to the national secre- 
tary, who shall submit said application to the national 
executive board. Upon approval of said application by a 
majority of the executive board the secretary will issue 
charter to said local association. 

Sec. 2. No local association will be granted a charter 
from the national association unless said local associa- 
tion contains at least six (6) members in good standing. 

Sec. 3. All local associations applying for admission 
to the national association shall be required to pay the 
sum for every member as an admission fee to 
the national association. 

Sec. 4. When an application is made for a charter those 
making application shall state the name of the city, town 
or township, and it shall be so stated on the face of the 
charter. 

Sec. 5. Whenever a local association from any cause 
lapses or ceases its membership in the national associa- 
tion it shall surrender its charter, seal and other national 
property to the national secretary.

These resolutions having been received too late to com- 
ply with the national requirement, they were referred to 
the executive committee and will be reported on later. 

The Chicago association presented a resolution reciting 
the evils resulting from the practice of architects ‘‘trad- 
ing’’ upon bids and submitted a resolution that mem- 
bers of the national association unequivocally condemn 
the practice and refuse to submit proposals which are 
not to be opened in the presence of the bidders. 


State Vice Presidents Report. 


The Banda Roma, on the pier, began its afternoon con- 
cert with that noisy ‘‘Tannhauser’’ march, and this in- 





terfered greatly with the hearing of the reading of com- 
munications and reports. The chair sent Mr. Hornbrook 
downstairs to see if the contract that the association 
should not be disturbed by noisy music on the pier could 
not be enforced.

dition fair and improving. Lack of loyalty is the para- 
site eating the strength of the association, and not lack 
of members. The mail order houses do not do much 
business in Michigan. James H. Aitkin, state vice presi- 
dent of Louisiana, reported the organization of a state 
association, said the apprenticeship question was a seri- 
ous one and urged the formation of trade schools under 
direction of state master plumbers’ associations. He 
also recommended an arbitration committee between 
jonrneymen and master plumbers. Gus Hanson, state 
vice president for Oklahoma, reported a gain of thirty- 
two members, spoke 1n favor of a national organizer, be- 
lieved the apprenticeship question to be a vital question, 
particularly in the west. The mail order house is a dan- 
gerous competitor. George 8. Aldous, state vice president 
of New Jersey, reported a gain of 128 members in the 
state. He believed members must be persistent and con- 
sistent in their loyalty to trade protection. 

J. J. Wade, of Chicago, moved that the reports of state 
vice presidents when read be received, printed and any 
recommendations contained in them be referred to the 
committee on resolutions. This was seconded and carried. 

At this point a letter from A. J. Hammond, of Winni- 
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peg, Manitoba, was read. It expressed the writer’s com- 
pliments as president of the Canadian association and his 
regrets that he could not be present in person. 

A. E. Werkhoff, state vice president for Indiana, be- 
lieved the time has not arrived for a national apprentice- 
ship rule, but believed it was still a local question. James 
J. Johnston, state vice president for Colorado, New Mex- 
ico and Wyoming, made a fine report, showing the terri- 
tory to be better organized than ever. Thomas B. 
Rourke, for Connecticut, reported that 95 pez cent of the 
state’s purchasing power was in the association and 
forty-nine more members were in the association than a 
year ago. A. H. Bellingrath, state vice president of 
Georgia, reported a gain of fourteen members and two 
locals. F. A. Race, secretary of the Florida state asso- 
ciation, reported a gain of eleven members, with eight 
applications pending. A plumbing bill endorsed by the 
state board of health will be presented to the next legis- 
lature. 

D. H. Roberts, state vice president ’for Ohio, reported a 
gain of 109 members, mostly from the larger cities. 
There is need for improvement inthe smaller towns. 
He recommended the employment of a national organizer. 
As to apprenticeship, he said in Cleveland a master 
plumber employing two journeymen the year around may 
have one apprentice; if six men or more are employed 
two apprentices may be employed. It seems to be a 
national question. He believed in trade schools super- 
vised by master plumbers’ associations. He also de- 
scribed the legal persecutions of members of the asso- 
ciation in Cleveland, where fifteen members had been 
wrongfully under indictment for over a year. 

E. B. Hazen, for Illinois, sarcastically referred to the 
great labor involved in his office. The state has em- 
ployed W. ©, Haviland as a state secretary, 190 mem- 
bers have been gained and seventeen locals have been 
formed. 

The question of delegation signs came up, and as a re- 
sult of speeches by Mr. Hill and Mr. I. J. Brown, of New 
York, the chairman announced that signs would be pre- 
pared and put in place for future sessions. 

J. J. Wade, of Chicago, chairman of the essay commit- 
lee, reported as follows: 


Report of Essay Committee. ' 
Atlantie City, June 26, 1906. 
To the Honorable President and Members of the Na- 
tional Association of Master Plumbers of the United 
States, in convention assembled: 


Gentlemen—The Essay Committee is pleased to report 
that it was the custom in former years to assign but 
one subject to all local associations, but, in order to pro- 
mote greater interest and create a friendly rivalry in the 
work, we therefore divided the membership of the Na- 
tional Association of Master Plumbers into four sec- 
tions and assigned to each an essay to be read at this 
convention. 

On April 12 we sent out to all local associations the 
following appeal: 

President Master Plumbers Association: 


Dear Sir—It is the desire of the president of the na- 
tional association that the members of your organiza- 
tion be most earnestly solicited to interest themselves 


in providing essays for the coming convention to be heli 
in Atlantic City in June. 

There are many men of practical ideas who, either from 
modesty or indifference, fail to give their fellow mem- 
bers the benefit of their knowledge, skill and experience, 
and thereby neglect the opportunity to spread education 
and elevate the standard of our profession. It only re- 
quires a little effort, and the result will be most grate- 
fully appreciated by all. 

We trust some willing worker will forward his ideas 
on the very pertinent questions assigned. The essay will 
be read before the committee, and those receiving the 
highest number of votes will be read at this convention. 

Kindly stimulate a zeal in your particular society, that 
this convention may be especially noted for the high 
intelligence exhibited by our members. 


No. 1—Why All Master Plumbers Should Be Members 
of Our Association. Subject assigned to Alabama, Flo- 
rida, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Texas, Virginia, Tennessee and 
Georgia.

Subject assigned to 
Arizona, Arkansas, North Carolina, south California, Colo- 
rado, Washington, Montana, North Dakota, Oregon, Idaho, 
Utah, Indian Territory. We have received one essay on 
this subject from Mr. John E. Dugan, Albany, N. Y. 


No. 4—Handicraft of the Olden-Time Plumber Com- 
pared with the Up-to-Date Appliances of the Trade. Sub- 
ject assigned to Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, New Jer- 
sey, Delaware, Pennsylvania and District of Columbia. 
On this subject we received essays from Mr. William 
Jacobus, secretary Newark, N. J., Master Plumbers Asso- 
ciation; Mr. Daniel Shannon, of Boston, Mass. 

In addition to the aforesaid selected subjects your 
committee has received the following essays: One from 
W. B. Gray, Louisville, Ky., subject, ‘‘The Septic Tank 
Method of Disposal of Sewage’’; one from William 
Wanner, of the Cincinnati association, subject, ‘‘ Model 
Membership’’; one from William C. Henkel, of Balti- 
more, Md., without title. 

We would respectfully reeommend that, inasmuch as 
there is merit and food for reflection in all these essays, 
they be read, printed in the proceedings of the conven- 
tion, and thanks be extended to the authors who so kindly 
favored us.

This is a corking hot day, and in spite of the fact that 
adjournment was taken until 9:30, and the reading of es- 
says was mae the special] order, at 9:30 the delegates are 
not to be inveigled from the doubly pleasant occupation 
of sitting on the shady verandah of The Rudolf and 
watching the ladies file out into the boiling sun for the 
chair parade. This done in good order, the delegates 
same slowly down to the steel pier and into the audi- 
torium. Here all is confusion, state banners being placed 
about the hall and tacked to the side walls. The hall now 
looks like a pine karren, with each stubby pine stick bear- 
ing a state name. Secretary Byrne is now calling out 
the telegrams and mail. David Craig has just entered 
the hall, having returned from New York, to which eity 
he was called immediately after he arrived here. Wil- 
liam A. Doyle has arrived today, making six past presi- 
dexts present. Chairman Boyd now announces the ex- 
pected presence of the railway commissioner at 12 noon, 
At 10:50 the convention is called to order and William A. 
Decker, of Grand Rapids, Mich., acting as reading clerk, 
begins reading the essays.

A. H. Shafer, state vice president for Texas, reports 
a gain of two members. 

E. D. Draper, state vice president for Kansas, reports 
a gain of thirteen members and two locals.

R. T. Connell, state vice president for Missouri, reports 
thirteen new members. He recommended great care in 
admitting new members. 

A. M. Goddard, state vice president for Washington, 
makes a jocular report, but seriously suggests the forma- 
tion of a press bureau to acquaint the public with un- 
sanitary plumbing through magazines and the daily 
press, and that the national association make a more 
stringent interpretation of the term ‘‘master plumber.’’ 


The Apprenticeship Committee. 
The committee reports as follows: 
Atlantic City, N. J., June 26, 1906. 
Report of the Apprenticeship Committee to the Presi- 
dent, Chas. J. Boyd, and Members of the National 
Association of Master Plumbers. 
Gentlemen: 

The Apprenticeship Committee begs leave to submit 
for your consideration the following report: 

After the return from a very pleasant and profitable 
convention of Master Plumbers, held at Atlanta, Ga., 
June 6 to 8, 1905, your committee set to work and made 
a very careful perusal of the various submitted recom- 
mendations of your former committee, together with the 
adoption and approval of the National Association of 
Master Plumbers in convention assembled. 

It is the unanimous opinion of your committee that 
the apprenticeship question is one of the great questions 
of the day, and more particularly of the future. 

The dearth of practical and good mechanics appears to 
be constantly increasing, which has been impressed upon 
us more forcibly during the past year than heretofore, 
and particularly in localities where conflict or trouble 
existed between employers and employees. 

In all such localities, or sections of the country, and 
principally where the labor unions predominate, or 
where there are agreements and joint conferences with 
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the master plumbers, the latter invariably have none 
or little control of the situation, caused by the selfish 
ideas and methods of the labor unions, by whom the 
apprentices are kept extremely limited, so that the public 
want and need of sufficient local mechanics to carry on 
the industry by the employers during strikes, or such 
occasions, cannot be properly supplied. 

During the past year it has also come to our notice 
that in certain cities, and sections of the states, where 
there are open shops, or where they have been adopted, 
particularly in those where since then apprentices and 
trade schools have been instituted by the local master 
plumbers’ associations, with rules and regulations framed 
by themselves, the number of apprentices has been sys- 
tematically and proportionately increased. 

it will be seen in quite a number of the herewith en- 
closed reports from these officers that the most gratify- 
ing and favorable results for a practical qualified number 
of experienced and theoretically taught mechanics within 
the next few years will be assured to them. Conse- 
sequently your committee favorably recommends the Na- 
tional Association of Master Plumbers’ wish and desire 
that schools of instruction for apprentices shall be estab- 
lished wherever possible, and in those places where there 
are such schools that they be so guided by their local or 
master plumbers so as to eventually become entirely 
under the control and supervision of the National Asso- 
ciation of Master Plumbers. 

We also regret to report that a large number of master 
plumbers throughout this country do not realize, and lack 
the proper interest of this, in our opinion, most vital and 
important feature regarding the adoption of trade schools 
for apprentices. 

The National as stated 
above, has, during the past year, placed itself in com- 


Apprenticeship Committee, 
munication with about 125 local associations and mem- 
bers, in order to determine and learn the localities where 
there are trade schools, and locate those who desire to 
inaugurate a uniform system of instructing our appren- 
tices for future masters, in a practical and theoretical 
manner, under the guidance of the local and National 
Association of Master Plumbers. 

Some thirty letters were answered, a few with copies 
of their present regulations, text books, and mode of 
instruction, etc.; particularly instructive and highly ree- 
ommended cnes were received from our esteemed friend, 
Mr. J. L. Firmin, San Francisco, Cal.; also one from Mr. 
R. T. Rock, Bridgeport, Conn., and others. 

All those letters and the information so received will 
be herewith forwarded to the incoming Apprenticeship 
Committee for their assistance and guidance for formu- 
lating a proper and uniform system, which shall be sub- 
mitted to the National Executive Committee, and sub- 
ject to their approval. 

It is also recommended, and herein suggested, for the 
best interests of this association, that the incoming exee- 
utive officers may realize the importance and advisability, 
when appointing the Apprenticeship Committee, to se- 
lect them, so that at least a portion of them reside in 
proximity to their chairman, in order that they may have 
frequent meetings and interviews, better to enable and 
to facilitate matters promptly and economically, so that 
the important business of such committee can be more 
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satisfactorily and carefully adjusted with the least incon- 
venience to the members. 

In concluding’ this, our report, the committee extends 
its thanks to all those who have answered, and answered 
promptly, and particularly those who have _ interested 
themselves in our behalf to such an extent to forward 
copies of their present forms of instruction, text books, 
classifications and other valuable information for the ad- 
vancement of the trade, and especially that in reference 
to the interests of our apprentices, which will prove 
extremely beneficial to our association in the future.

The Sanitary Committee. 
Thomas Tute, of Boston, chairman of the Sanitary 
Committee, reports as follows: 
Atlantic City, N. J., June 26, 1906. 
As members of the National Sanitary Committee we 

render the report at Atlantic City. We recommend to 
the National Association, for their consideration that a 
committee be appointed from this association to confer 
with like committee, if such could be appointed from 
the National Health Committee of National Inspectors 
of Plumbing of the United States, to form a code of 
laws and regulations governing plumbing and all sani- 
tary requirements, both water supply and drain- 
age, also fixtures and material necessary for the 
betterment and _ protection of the public health 
in all cities, towns and states, for the reason that from 
all the vears of the existence of this National Associa- 
tion, at which reports and essays have been received, 
they have not been adopted, or enforced, but merely in 
proceedings, and from experience and information the 
inspectors and boards of health in many cities and states 
formulate, interpret and enforce their rules, according 
to their own interpretation and situation of the surround- 
ings of their localities. Therefore, any recommendations 
from this association would not be acceptable to all, so 
that the conference of the three committees would bring 
forth many good and practical ideas, from which a law 
governing the many places, in which water and drainage 
is used, also a standard of workmanship, material and 
fixtures for the better safety and comfort of the many 
who dwell, travel and visit this country, as any disease 
contracted from a town or city, especially during the 
vacation season, when all persons, both young and old, 
change for rest and supposed health, would spread an 
epidemic in various houses, schools; in fact, all places 
where people mingle for instruction, living and enjoy- 
ment for good health and happiness, so that a national 
law of health which could be so worded and formed to 
be acceptable to all localities, would better serve the 
wants of the people and a strict enforcement by con- 
scientious officials who could be paid from the fines from 
violations of such law, and possibly from a proper license 
fee for all those who desire and are qualified to engage in 
this, the greatest of all happiness and comfort, the public 
health.

President’s Address. 


Vice President R. B. Moodie now is called to the chair 
while President Boyd reads the following address. 

To the Delegates to the Twenty-fourth Annual Conven- 
tion and Members of the National Association of Mas- 
ter Plumbers of the United States: 

Gentlemen—In accordance with the well established 
custom it becomes my duty and pleasure as your presi- 
dent for the year just closed to submit for your con- 
sideration a report relative to the condition of our na- 
tional association and the principal events affecting its 
interest and welfare which have- transpired during the 
past twelve months. 

in reviewing the work of the different state associa- 
tions and their needs, which I derived from personal ob- 
servation and conclusions drawn from correspondence 
received during the year, what impresses me as the most 
urgent requirement of the states is to put their associa- 
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tions on a thorough financial basis and establish a per- 
maneut office with a paid secretary, whose duties should 
be to take care of all state affairs and devote a con- 
siderable portion of his time to organizing all cities and 
towns in his state. To establish and maintain an office 
of this kind it would be necessary to have a reasonable ini- 
tiation fee which would in a measure defray the cost of or- 
ganizing, and a liberal amount of dues should be graduated, 
individual members paying the maximum amount and 
the large locals the minimum. This would also eliminate 
the necessity of calling upon the national office for finan- 
cial assistance for organization purposes by the largely 
populated states, who in some instances charge no initia- 
tion fee, and the dues are entirely inadequate to suc- 
cessfully conduct their association affairs. If our states 
would adopt some such measure they would find that they 
would be able to secure much better protection, as they 
would have a paid official whose duty it would be to look 
after the interest of every local as well as individual 
member in their respective states, and who in many 
instances would settle complaints that are now referred to 
the national office. 

In Illinois the state officers have been doing some very 
good work and there has been a considerable increase in 
membership. This is due largely to the establishing of a 
permanent office with a paid secretary. This question 
was brought before the last state convention by the re- 
tiring president, Mr. C. T. Byrne, as a recommendation 
in his report; also in the form of a resolution, which 
was concurred in and adopted by the convention, and it 
is a pleasure to say that up to the present time it is prov- 
ing a great success, and I wish to congratulate Mr. T. E. 
Walters and Mr. W. C. Haviland, president and secretary 
respectively, for the earnest and intelligent manner in 
which they have iaken hold of the affairs in Lilinois. 
Since their last convention there has been a net in- 
crease in the state of 192 members, eighty-two of which 
is credited to small locals and individual members scat- 
tered throughout the state as follows:

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I also wish to congratulate‘and thank the present and 
retiring officers of the Chicago local for the good work 
they have done and are doing. They have also an or- 
ganizer in the person of the assistant secretary, Mr. Peter 
M. Munn, to whose efforts are due the large increase, 
amounting to 110 members, in the Chicago local since 
our last convention. 

It is a pleasure to report that the New Jersey state 
officers have been active during the year, as they have 
a net increase of 128. They have new locals in:

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At one time the Jersey City local was affiliated with 
the state and national associations, and they have had 


a local crganization for several years past, but have 
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held themselves aloof from the state and national asso- 
ciations. We are glad to have Jersey City with us again 
and trust that their affiliation will be mutually pleasant 
and that they will never have reason to let their mem- 
bership in the state and national associations terminate. 

Idaho has given us two new locals, with a membership 
of ten. , 

The state and local officers in Kentucky have been very 
active during the year, they reporting new locals in 
Frankfort, with three members; Dayton-Bellevue asso- 
ciation, three members, and Central Kentucky associa- 
tion reorganized with three members. There is a net 
increase in this state of twenty-two. | 

The master plumbers of Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
tory have combined in one state association and there 
is a net increase in the two territories of thirteen mem- 
bers. They are wide awake in Oklahoma and locals have 
been formed in Bartlesville, South McAlester, Tulsa and 
Vinita. 

It is gratifying to report that the work is progressing 
nicely in Georgia. Macon has been reorganized with 
seven members and Columbus with four members, mak- 
ing a net increase in the state of seventeen members. 

It was a pleasant surprise to receive the names of eight 
new members in Jacksonville, Fla., where they now have 
a local composed of sixteen members. 

There has been a net increase in New York state of 
ninety-nine members, forty-three of whom are credited to 
Greater New York. A local has been formed in Greens- 
burg with ten members and in Cohoes with ten mem- 
bers. The membership in the Empire State now num- 
bers 1,222 and has the honor of having the largest repre- 
sentation in the national association. 

Ohio shows a net increase of ninety-six, the princi- 
pal growth being in Cincinnati, where they have gained 
forty-two members. Locals have been organized in Zanes- 
ville, with six members, and Xenia, with three members. 

Other new locals have been organized as follows:

Since the publication of the June Supplement there 
has been a further increase of twenty-four members, 
making a grand.total of 8,446 to date. 

The correspondence of the national office is increasing 
each year. During my term of office 2,608 letters have 
been written in the national office and 2,836 letters were 
received. 

The number of circulars sent out from the national 
office was 33,805. 

Three editions of the Brown Book for the months of 
July, April and May, aggregating 28,500 copies, were 
published. 

Eight thousand eopies of the proceedings were printed 
and mailed to all members in September. 

We published six editions of the Red Book for the 
months of July, September, November, January, March 
and May, 27,600 copies in all. Copies of the July and 
January editions were sent to all members. 

Six issues of the supplement to the Red Book were 
published for August, October, December, February, April 
and June, 12,500 copies in all. 

Fifteen hundred additional copies of by-laws were 
printed and mailed to new members and to local officers 
upon request. 

Article 24 of our by-laws provides that all affiliated 
associations and individual members pay per capita tax 
on their membership, according to the books of the na- 
tional association, on July 1 and January 1 of each fiscal 
year. I find that many of the local associations, in order 
to avoid being charged with per capita tax by the na- 
tional association, drop from their list of membership 
on or about the 25th of the month previous to the first 


and second half of each fiscal year many of their mem- 
bers, and in some cases lost almost their entire member- 
ship. Local associations cannot expect protection under 
our resolutions where they do not keep their member- 
ship up to the standard of our requirements, and I would 
recommend that local secretaries push with further dili- 
gence and energy the collection of dues from their mem- 
bers, so it will not be necessary to continue this prae- 
tice in the future. 

At our last convention a resolution was adopted that 
we should mail copies of the Red Book to all members 
twice a year. Previous to the Atlanta convention copies 
had been mailed only to the secretaries of locals, to state 
and national officers, and to the manufacturers, 














EK. P. Allen and S. S. Brewer, of the E. P. Allen Valve Com-

In July and January copies of each addition were 
mailed to all members then in the Red Book, 7,566 in 
July and 7,810 in january. Copies of intervening or 
subsequent issue were mailed to new members as soon 
as their names appeared on our roster. This made a 
total number of 16,198 extra books sent out. This has 
been an additional expense, including the printing, 
postage and envelopes, of $1,366. I submit these figures 
so that you may know the extra expense the national 
office has been put to. I recommend that the practice of 
mailing copies of the Red Book twice a year to each 
member of the association be continued. 

Shortly after the distribution of the first copies of 
the Red Book to all our members the national office was 
advised of many mistakes that appeared therein, eall- 
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ing our attention to publishing names of men who were 
out of business, changes in addresses, ete. This informa- 
tion came largely from members who never had previ- 
ously received a copy of our directory. We immediately 
called the attention of secretaries of local and state asso- 
ciations to these complaints when reported, requesting a 
comparison of the directory with their books, so that 
our directory could be made as correct as possible, which 
was done in many instances. The few corrections that 
the national office has received during the year to the 
nonmembership list leads me to the conclusion that a 
revision of the nonmembership list is necessary, and I 
would recommend that the secretaries of state and local 
associations give this matter their attention, so that cor- 
ections may be made in the July issue of our Red Book. 
On April 26, 1906, Mr. John Gormley, of Philadelphia, 
ealled my attention to a bill then pending in Congress 
regarding denatured alcohol, with a request that I urge 
our members to solicit the aid of their congressmen in 
After going into the matter 
pretty thoroughly 1 issued the following circular, which 
was sent to secretaries of local and state associations: 


the passage of this bill. 


CHICAGO, ILL., May 12, 1906. 
To Officers and Members of Affiliated Master Plumbers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

Gentlemen: There is now a bill before the United States 
senate, and as I understand is in the hands of the committee 
on finance of that body, of which Mr. Aldrich, of Rhode Island, 
is chairman, which provides for the importation of alcohol in 
the United States free of duty. 

This alcohol, as the bill provides, is only for industrial or 
mechanical purposes, and is not drinkable. It is what is known 
as denatured alcohol, and can only be used for mechanical and 
industrial purposes in competition with petroleum and gasoline 
for burning and illumination. 

As the master plumbers use a great deal of gasoline, they are 
directly interested in this question, for the admission of free 
alcohol will probably greatly lessen the price of gasoline, and, 
no doubt, alcohol can be used as a competitive substitute by 
the master plumbers throughout the United States. You have 
probably read a great deal in the press on the subject, but my 
object in writing you is to request that your association, as 
well as individual members, write or telegraph to the senators 
representing your state, and urge them to vote for the passage 
of this bill, placing alcohol for mechanical purposes on the free 
list. Yours very truly, C. J. Boyp, President. 


Since this circular letter has been sent out I have 
learned that the bill then pending has been passed, which 
no doubt will relieve our members, at least to the extent 
of a choice between two commodities that are used ex- 
tensively in our business. 

It is with deep regret that I have to call your atten-

I 
did not receive the notice in time to designate some one

family and the members of the Cleveland association. 
On December 26, 1905, I received information indirectly of 
the death of Mr. Thomas F. Gaynor, of New York city, who 
died on December 25, 1905. I immediately wired Mr. 
A. H. Brown, of New York city, and Mr. David Craig, of 
Boston, to attend the funeral as the representatives of 
the National Association of Master Plumbers, which they 
did. I also directed Mr. Brown to procure a_ suitable 
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floral tribute on behalf of the national association for the 
funeral, which was done. I wired Mrs. Gaynor as follows: 


CHICAGO, December 26, 1905. 
The National Association of Master Plumbers extends te you 
and your family its sincere sympathy in this your hour of sor-

I recommend the appointment of two committees of 
three members to draft suitable resolutions of sympathy 
on the loss of our two distinguished members. 

On my arrival at Cambridge Springs, Pa., on the morn- 
ing of April 19, where I went to attend a meeting of 
the Northwestern Association, I learned of the awful 
calamity which occurred in San Francisco, Cal., on the 
18th of April in the form of an earthquake and fire that 
followed, and immediately wired Mr. James E. Britt, 
president of the San Francisco association, as follows: 

The National Association of Master Plumbers expresses its 
profound sorrow and grief at the calamity that has befallen your 
city. Can we help you? 

On reaching Chicago Saturday night, or rather Sunday 
morning, the 22d, and having no reply from Mr. Britt to 
my former telegram, I telephoned our national secretary, 
Mr. Byrne, to meet me at the national office, and after 
discussing the misfortune that befell the people of San 
Francisco, and particularly our own members, we decided 
to appropriate the sum of $1,000 for their immediate 
needs and ask the concurrence of the board of directors 
thereafter, and immediately sent a telegram as follows to 
Mr. Britt: 


Wired you April 19th, No answer. Thousand dollars at 
your disposal. Wire instructions, also your address. 


Conscious of the fact that no precedent was estab- 
lished in the national association to govern our action in 
this matter, but mindful of the needs of our brothers 
on the coast and our duty towards them in the hour of 
peril, we felt confident that the board of directors would 
approve of the appropriation we had made, and it is a 
pleasure to report that I received the unanimous vote 
of our board of directors upholding the action we had 
taken and many complimentary letters as_to the prompt- 
ness with which we had acted. 

After discussing the best and quickest method of rais- 
ing funds to further aid our stricken friends, we arrived 
at the conclusion that it would be most expedient to 
send an appeal to all local and state associations as well 
as individual members, and then drafted the following 
Monday 


letter, which was printed and in the mails 


evening, April 23: 


CHIcAGo, ILL., April 23, 1906. 
To the Officers and Members of Affiliated Master Plumbers’ Asso- 
ciations. 

Gentlemen: In view of the fearful calamity in the form of 
earthquake and fire in San Francisco and vicinity, resulting in 
great loss and suffering among the people of that city, we have 
drawn a warrant on our National treasurer, Mr. Wm. McCoach, 
for $1,000 for the immediate relief of those among our members 
who are in need, to be sent to Mr. James E. Britt, president of 
the San Francisco Master Plumbers’ Association. This you will 
renlize is but a very small amount in comparison with the needs 
of our unfortunate brother members; and believing that there 
are many loca] and state associations, as well as individuals, 
who desire to contribute to their relief, we have decided to 
appeal to all local and state associations and individual mem- 
bers for contributions, such contributions to be sent to this 
office and from here forwarded to Mr. Britt to be distributed 
by the local officers of the San Francisco association for the 
relief of our needy friends. 
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Large amounts are being collected through other sources for 
the general reiief of suffering, but on account of the. usual red 
tape in making such distributions it is a question as to how 
our members will fare, and knowing the high character of the 
men comprising the officers of the San Francisco local, we feel 
assured that any money entrusted to them will be judiciously 
used ; therefore we hope that all individual as well as local and 
state associations will be as generous as their means will permit. 

Please send money by express or postal money orders or by 
draft, payable to Chas. T. Byrne, secretary, which will be 
promptly acknowledged. Yours very truly,

The response to this appeal was very prompt and gen- 
erous, to say the least. Our past president, Mr. David 
Craig, having. the honor of being the first one to send 
in a donation, which was received en Monday, April 23, 
while the circular letter was in the hands of the printer. 
The largest amount received from any association or in- 
dividual was the contribution of $1,000 from the Man- 
hattan branch of the Association of Master Plumbers 
of the Citv of New York, received at the national office 
on May 7. The following letter accompanied the dona- 
tion:

Mr. Heatherton sent out a circular appealing for con- 
tributions, which was dated April 24, and a postal card 
on May 2. 

The publicity given to the appeal through the columns 
of the Plumbers’ Trade Journal reached many people 
who otherwise might have been overlooked by us. In 
behalf of the national association and our San Fran- 
cisco members I wish to thank Mr. Heatherton for his 
kind ‘assistance. 

! also wish to extend thanks to Messrs. 8S. H. Morgan 
and C. P. Tietze, president and secretary of the Michigan 
association, and to Mr. John E. Dugan, president of the

New York state association, and to Mr. George F. Roser, 
secretary-treasurer of the Kentucky association, for the 
circulars they sent to their members asking for contri- 
butions. 

I was kept posted as to the conditions in San Fran- 
cisco by letters received from Messrs. Britt and Firmin, 
of San Francisco, and by Mr. A. E. Vesper, of Pasa- 
dena, national state vice president for California, who 
personally went to San Francisco immediately after the 


disaster and took with him in_  eurreney’= $1,500 
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appropriated by the Los Angeles and the California 
associations, and what tools he could get together in Los 
Angeles, and rendered inestimable service to our San 
Francisco members right at the time they most needed 
help. We received at the national office from Mr. Vesper 
and Mr. Firmin four orders for tools, which were promptly 
shipped and will also be referred to in the report of the 
national secretary. 


Visits to State Conventions. 

During the year I received many invitations to attend 
state meetings as well as to visit local associations. 
While it was impossible for me to accept all of these 
invitations, I took advantage of attending as many of 


these meetings as I could.

The first convention I attended was that of the Illinois 
state association, held at the Sherman house in Chicago 
on December 5 and 6, 1905. The attendance at this meet- 
ing was the Jargest of any ever held in that state. Many 
resolutions were introduced and adopted which have 
proved beneficial to both the state and national associa- 
tion. 

My next visit was to Milwaukee to attend the annual 
meeting of the Wisconsin state association on January 
16 and 17, 1906. Wisconsin is a very well organized 
state, but many complaints were received at this econven- 
tion from the western part of Wisconsin regarding the 
action of the supply houses of St. Paul and Minneapolis 
selling goods in that territory. This was attributed to 


the fact that Minnesota, not being well organized, the 
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supply houses were giving little or no protection to the 
legitimate trade. The Minnesota state association had 
not had a meeting in two years, and after some corre- 
spondence with their president, Mr. Hague, with Mr. 
Halsey of Milwaukee I visited St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
January 24 and 25, with a view of reviving and perfect- 
ing a better organization in this state. We attended a 
meeting which had been called at St. Paul and which 
was well attended. The reorganization of Wisconsin was 
perfected on that day, and I am glad to be able to report 
an increase of sixty members in Minnesota. 

At the request of the members of the Kansas City local 
I attended the meeting held by them on February 8, with 
a view of effecting an increase in the membership of the 
Kansas City organization and also to assist our members 
there to secure the protection to which they were enti- 
tled. All of the master plumbers of Kansas City were 
invited to attend the meeting, and after considerable dis- 
cussion of the aims and objects of our association it 
was voted the meeting was.a grand success, and within 
a short period thereafter Kansas City notified the na- 
tional office of enrolling twenty new members in their 
association. 

West Virginia is another of those states that did not 
hold a meeting during 1905, and after much correspond- 
ence with them they decided to hold a state meeting at 
Wheeling on February 20, which I attended, having pre- 
viously made arrangements with Mr. Joseph Weldon, of 
Pittsburg, of our board of directors, to meet me at this 
convention. Mr. Weldon had already taken up and ad- 
justed some of the trouble that West Virginia was having 
up to the time of their convention. While West Vir- 
ginia is a comparatively small state as far as member- 
ship is concerned, it has been very active in increasing its 
numerical strength and also in perfecting its organiza- 
tion during the year. 

From West Virginia I went to Cincinnati to attend 
the Ohio state convention on February 20 and 21. This 
was the largest meeting ever held in that state, and it 
is a pleasure to report that Ohio is one of the best organ- 
ized states in the Union, largely due to the activity of 
its officers, and particularly to Mr. Eb Ellen, its genial 
secretary. In praising I may add that the members of the 
local association of Cincinnati are royal entertainers, and 
the festivity of this convention will long be pleasantly 
remembered. 

As previously arranged with Mr. Jacob Isaacs, I at- 
tended a meeting of the Louisville local association on 
February 23. As there were many matters to be taken 
up with the Louisville members in regard to association 
affairs, almost the entire membership of the local was 
present at the meeting. 

Not being able to personally attend the Indiana State 
Association, held at Indianapolis, March 6, 7 and 8, and 
having some matters of a confidential nature that I 
wished to disseminate among the members attending 
the Indiana meeting, I went on February 28 to Lafayette, 
Ind., to confer with A. E. Werkhoff, then president of the 
Indiana State Association, and also president of the 
Lafayette local, so that matters could be confided to him 
for the information of the members at their state meet- 
ing. 

On April 11 Mr. Pyrne accompanied me to a meeting 
of the Lake County Association, held at East Chicago, 


for the purpose of organizing and instructing them as 
to the workings of the National Association. The meet- 
ing was attended Ly all the plumbers in Lake county with 
one exception, and, while they have not as yet joined the 
Indiana State Association, they are organized and we 
expect their application at the beginning of the fiscal 
year. 

The Pennsylvania Association held its annual meeting 
in Allentown on April 17, and, having important business 
with our Nationai committeeman, Mr. A. H. Brown, of 
New York, I coneluded to attend their convention. The 
State of Pennsylvania, outside of the two largest cities, 
has been increasing in membership and feel that they 
will get the protection which they are working for. 


On my return home I attended the Northwestern Asso- 
ciation meeting, held at Cambridge Springs on April 19. 
The Northwestern Association, I may state, is composed 
of the members from Northwest Pennsylvania, West New 
York and Northwest Ohio. They had a very enthusiastic 
convention and, owing to their perfect organization, very 
few complaints of violations of our rules reaches the Na- 
tional office. 

On April 26. I visited St. Louis for the purpose of ad- 
justing what appeared to be a very serious matter to our 


National Association, arising in the East St. Louis local, 


and also to take up with Mr. John J. Foy violations of 
our trade resolutions in his eity. 


In closing, I wish to thank you for the patience and 
attention with which you have listened to my somewhat 
lengthy report. 

In selecting me as your president at the Atlanta con- 
vention one year ago, a signal honor of which any mem- 
ber of our organization might be justly proud, it was with 
some feeling of timidity and anxiety lest I should fail 
to fill the office to the satisfaction of our members and 
maintain the excellent record established by my predeces- 
sors. However, as we look back on the year that has 
gone, I sincerely trust we can point to it as one of prog- 
ress and advancement for our association. I have con- 
scientiously endeavored to discharge the duties of the of- 
fice, ever with a view of promoting the best interests of 
our national organization, and its members, and if I 
have erred in judgment in any of the matters entrusted 
to my care, I can assure you it has not been because the 
weifare of our organization has not been my first and only 
consideration. JI wish to thank the members in general 
for their universal co-operation and for the many cour- 
tesies extended to me during my term of office. My 
thanks are also due to the chairmen and members of the 
various committees connected with our association, for 
the interest manifested by them in advancing through the 
national body the interest of our craft. I also wish to 
express my sincere appreciation to the members of the 
Board of Directors, with whom it has been my privilege 
to associate with during the past year, for their untiring 
efforts in aiding the common cause for which we are or- 
ganized; their unselfish devotion to the interests of the 
association as well as their able counsel and advice at all 
times has been of invaluable assistance to me in conduct- 
ing the affairs of the office during the past twelve months. 
My report would be incomplete without reference to the 
work of Mr. W. Emmet Crosby, your executive clerk, 
whose long experience in that capacity fits him so well 
to render our association efficient service. 
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Concluding, allow me to express the hope that our grand 
organization, to which we owe so much, will continue to 
grow and prosper. May its members be animated by the 
same enthusiasm which has been the means of bringing 
the organization to its present strength, and may those 
to whom you cntrust the direction of its affairs and its 
future destinies be guided by the same inspiration which 
has distinguished the efforts of those who have gone be- 
fore, to the end that our organization may attain still 
greater and grander success in the work of protection of 
its members in the years to come.

Perth Amboy, N. J.; Oklahoma City, Okla.; Hoboken, N. 
J.; Muncie, Ind.; Elgin, IlJ.; La Crosse, Wis., and Tampa, 
Fla. The remainder of the report gave the details of the 
financial affairs of the association. Mr. Doyle moves, and 
Mr. Comerford seconds his motion, that the report be re- 
ceived, audited and printed in the proceedings. This mo- 
tion is carried. 

The San Francisco Fund. 


Secretary C. T. Byrne then reads the list of donors to 
the San Francisco fund, which amounted to $13,998. Va- 
rious large contributions were received with applause. 


Mr. Hornbrook moves to refer the report of San Fran- 
cisco donations to a special auditing committee and to 
spread it upon the minutes. The chair appoints E. D. 
Hornbrook, John L. E. Firmin and John P. Drury, as the 
auditing committee. 

James E. Britt rises and gains the recognition of the 
chairman and, amid great applause, proceeds to the plat- 
form and now makes an eloquent and appreciative ad- 
dress, showing the gratitude the San Francisco local as- 
sociation feels for the kindness showered upon them, and 
then says he has been deputized to read resolutions 
adopted by the San Francisco association, as follows: 


San Francisco, Cal., June 18, 1906. 
To the National Association of Master Plumbers of the 
U. S., in convention assembled at Atlantic City, N. 
J., June 26, 1906: 
Gentlemen:— 

The Association of Master Plumbers of San Francisco, 
Cal., sends greeting and begs to submit the following reso- 
lutions: 

‘‘Be it Resolved, That we, the Association of Master 
Plumbers of San Francisco, do appoint a committee of five 
members, whose duty it shall be to draw up resolutions 
expressive of our appreciation and deep gratitude for the 
noble, generous and timely sympathy and financial aid 
rendered in our distress by the officers and members of 
the N. A. M. P. and its locals, both as association and 
as individuals, and also for our friends, identified with 
our eraft; and be it further 


‘* Resolved, That we, the Association of Master Plumb- 
ers of San Francisco, while appreciating in the highest 
the brotherly aid and beneficent assistance referred to, 
and knowing that within ourselves and our own treasury 
that we are possessed with sufficient funds with which 
to meet all present and probable needs; therefore, we feel 
that in justice and in honor that we should hold ourselves 
ready to return to all our friends such financial aid as 
they have so generously and freely given us; and be it 
further 

‘*Resoived, That our proper officers shall immediately 
proceed to practically carry out the intents and purposes 
of these resolutions, and that they will cause these senti- 
ments herein expressed to be most respectfully presented 
to the National Convention of the N. A. M. P. about to 
be held in Atlantie City, N. J., June 26, 1906.’’

To the Officers and Members of the N. A. M. P., in Na- 
tional Convention assembled at Atlantie City, N. J.,

As the committee upon whom our compeers have im- 
posed the duty and honor of carrying out the wishes of 
the San Francisco Association, we would say that we 
know of no better way of expressing and conveying the 
sentiments of our association than that of submitting the 
original resolutions as adopted, and just read, excepting 
that, as freely as you gave sympathy, we give gratitude. 

’Tis true that now we are able to help ourselves, but 
we were not, and but for you it had not yet been pos- 
sible. When the courage of man all but forsakes him, 
faith falters. I*aith, courage, the builders of our country, 
with us, both lie prostrate. You bid them arise; hope 
shone forth, and kindly, so kindly, whilst sweet charity 
lifted us tenderly, bidding us lean, whilst she bound our 
wounds. We are afreshed; we shall win back our glory, 
and in the winning we shall always remember that you 
gave us the courage.

Mr. Britt now presents Chairman Boyd with a New York 
draft for $1,000 as_ evidence of their desire to show their 
duty and loyalty to the association, and they expect to re- 
turn amounts to other organizations. The applause of 
the members shows they do not misunderstand the action 
of the San Francisco master plumbers. 

Mr. Doyle, of Philadelphia, in an impassioned speech, 
advocates the refusal of the draft and moves that the 
money be returned to the delegates from San Francisco 
with a request that they distribute it, with all other 
funds coming in the same way, to charitable objects 
where charity may be needed. 

The motion is seconded by a number of members and 
is adopted by a rising vote, amid great cheers. 

Indianapolis and Richmond Borough explain that their 
associations had responded to the calls by their mayors 
before President Boyd had made his eall. 
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The draft is now returned to Mr. Britt. This incident 
has shown how the bond of brotherhood actuates all men. 

Philip H. Murphy sends in a poem, as follows: 

Master Plumbers’ Association. 

To Mr. C. J. Boyd, President, N. A. M. P.: 
Wken fond recollections bring back to view 
The scenes of Convention, I wish I were you. 
What greetings and pleasures the Annual brings, 
Dimmed but with sadness when viewing the wings 
Of misfortune, as they cast their dark pall 
O’er the homes of our brothers whose names we recall. 
For those that departed give sorrowing tears, 
And those who are with you, encourage with cheers 
Of true friendship. Let Harmony reign. 
In actions determined, and whene’er your fair name, 
In unity strengthen, the wisdom of years, 
Is assailed, undaunted by fears, 
Let your voice go forth in unison grand, 
‘roclaiming protection throughout our broad land. 
Remember the men who have fought the good fight, 
Remember the cause which you always deemed right; 
And when to your homes you go, loyal and true, 
May the clouds of adversity ne’er darken your view;

Report of Resolutions Committee. 

Chairman Britt reads the report of the committee on 
resolutions, recommending the following action on: 

1. The resolution offered by the New York members, 
relieving the state association from liability for per capita 
tax for members and locals who default. Adopted. 

2. The resolution offered by the Chicago Association

in reference to the practice of architects ‘‘trading’’ on 
bids, and recommending that master plumbers do not bid 
on work unless the bids shall be opened in presence of 
all bidders. Adopted. 

3. The resolution (printed in full earlier) offered by 
the Indiana Association, changing the entire personnel of 
the administration. Recommended that it be referred to 
various state associations with a request to report their 
views next year. 

This calls up the first serap of the convention. Mr. 
McCoach thinks it ought to be considered and settled 
here. Mr. Poplowsky wants the committee’s report con- 
eurred in. Mr. Clark, of Richmond Borough, moves to 
lay it on the table, but it is lost. Mr. Doyle, of Philadel- 
phia, speaks against it. Mr. Rourke, of Connecticut, op- 
poses it. Mr. Coffee, of Washington, thinks it would be 
a mistake to adopt the resolution. David Craig hoped 
the present form of organization would not be changed. 
The recommendation of the committee is turned down 
heavily and Mr. Doyle moves the subject be indefinitely 
postponed, and Indiana’s pet baby is put to the knife by 
a large vote. 

Mr. Hornbrook moves a reconsideration of resolution 
No. 1, claiming it changes the constitution, and is out of 
order, as the national office was not notified 30 days 
before the annual convention. 

4. The resolution offered by the Baltimore Association 
on branch shops (printed earlier). The committee recom- 
mended its adoption. Mr. Hannan moves it to the execu- 
tive session. 

5. The recommendation as to gas water heaters and 
filters offered by Ohio, is recommended by the commit- 
tee to be taken up by the local associations. This causes 


a lively discussion for and against the principle involved, 
and it all goes over to executive ‘session. 

6. The resolution (printed earlier) to increase the 
auditing committee is, upon recommendation of the com- 
mittee, adopted with a slight amendment as to warrants, 
recommended by Mr. McCoach, 

7. The resolutian requiring the executive clerk to fur- 
nish a bond is adopted. 

8. The resolution inciuding the United States of Mex- 
ico in the corporate title is, upon recommendation of the 
committee, referred to the incoming executive commit- 
tee for its careful consideration and report at the next 
convention. 

9. The first section of the resolutions (printed earlier) 
offered by Mr. Weldon, relating to transfer of member- 
ship, is adopted. The second section is adopted. The 
third section is stricken out. The fourth section and all 
the remaining sections are adopted, with the exception 
of one Section, which is recommitted to the Committee 
on Resolutions. 

The association now adjourns at 6:50 to meet in execu- 
tive session at 9:30. 

Thursday. 

The business of the convention was resumed Thursday 
morning in executive session and adjourned at noon to 
meet again in executive session at 3 o’clock. At 5 
o’clock the convention went into open session. Mr. Horn- 
brook read the report of the special auditing committee 
on the San Francisco account, and James D. McEntee, 
chairman of the permanent auditing committee, delivered 
his reports. A telegram is received at this point from 
Andrew Young, past president, from Cantonelle, Louis- 
iana, congratulating the convention upon the good work 
done by the association and wishing it a successful and 
harmonious meeting. Treasurer Wm. McCoach reads his 
report, showing a balance on hand of $8,979.06. Vice- 
president R. B. Moodie, as chairman of the committee of 
the whole, makes his report, recommending the passage 
of the following amendment to the constitution and by- 
laws: 

‘*Members of this association, opening branch shops 
or taking orders and executing plumbing work in any 
other city or state than that in which their home office 
is located, shall be required to immediately consult the 
local association within the city or state concerning all 
rules or regulations governing association members in 
said city or state and comply strictly with same.’’ 

The Election. 

Motion is now made to proceed with the election of’ of- 
ficers. A. P. Elder, of Ottawa, Kans., is appointed judge 
of election, and A, H. Hicks, of Philadelphia, and Frank 
Reynolds, of New York, are appointed tellers. E. D. 
Hornbrook, of Kansas City, Mo., nominates R. B. Moodie, 
of Dayton, O., for president in an eloquent nominating 
speech, dwelling particularly on Mr. Moodie’s character 
and service to the association. The nomination is sec- 
onded by men from twenty-one States, and Chairman 
Boyd declares the nominations closed. W. H. Rothrock 
moves that the secretary cast one ballot for Mr. Moodie, 
which is done amid cheers. The chairman appoints 
Messrs. Trainor, Sheehan and Hornbrook to escort the 
newly-elected president to the platform. The whole con- 
vention sets in to whistle the tune of ‘‘ Marching Through 
Georgia’’ until Mr. Moodie appears on the platform. 
After he is presented he makes a long, conservative ad- 





—— 
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dress of acceptance, reviewing the benefits derived from 
trade protection and asking for the loyalty of the asso- 
ciation to these principles and the exercise of integrity, 
intelligence and fidelity. 


W. H. Doyle, of Philadelphia, rises and in an elo- 
quent speech nominates his lifelong friend, George F. 
Uber, of Philadelphia, for vice-president. This is fol- 
lowed by cheers. John Trainor, of Baltimore, now nom- 
inates T. A. Hill, of New York, amid great cheering. 
Here is the only fight. Mr. Moodie had no opposition, but 
on the vice-presidency there has been much work done in 
behalf of Mr. Hill and Mr. Uber. Seconding speeches to 
both nominations are made from many states, a remark- 
able one being by John J. Foy, of St. Louis, favoring 
Uber. The nominations are rather peremptorily closed 
by Chairman Boyd, with protests from Mr. Lang, of Chi- 
sago, who is on his feet clamoring for recognition. to 
second the nomination of Mr. Hill. Workers for both 
eandidates are making pandemonium. Ballots for Hill 
are scattered in showers about the hall. Under Pennsy]l- 
rania’s banner Mr. Hill appears and earnestly assures 
Uber of his friendship. The chairman is smashing the 
table with his gavel trving to quiet the enthusiastic dele- 
gates. It reminds me of some of the former conventions 
when excitement ran high. Mr. Boyd asks for a clean 
and fair ballot. The delegations are called by States 
and individual names and delegates march before tellers 
depositing ballots. Messrs. Hill and Uber sit together 
near the press table watching with interest the delega- 
tions coming to vote. Over near the Louisiana banner a 
man has fainted, causing a temporary ‘sensation. The 
New York delegates are now filing by the tellers. Hill 
has asked the chair to recognize him when his name is 
ealled, and this done he asks the privilege of deferring 
his vote until he can cast ft arm-in-arm with his worthy 
opponent. The ladies in the gallery are wondering if 
women’s ¢lubs would vote amid such disorder. Penn- 
sylvania is now voting; this is the last large delegation 
to vote. 

While votes are being counted William McCoach, of 
Philadelphia, is re-elected treasurer without opposition. 
Mr. MecCoach speaks gratefully in accepting the honor, 
saying that if he had the good looks of Messrs. Hill and 
Uber and his brains he would be a winner. He advo- 
eates the celebration of the twenty-fifth anniversary next 
year, saying that there is not a trade organization in the 
country as old as this. Mrs. MecCoach, watching with 
loving interest her popular husband from the gallery, 
gently waves her handkerchief to him in approbation of 
his address, and with a wave of his hand scarcely noticed 


by others he acknowledges her greeting. 


The president-elect nominates William Haas, of Dayton, 
as secretary. 

The next meeting will be held at Louisville, Ky. 

The vote for vice-president is now announced: for Hill, 
292: for Uber, 175. Mr. Uber moves that the election be 
made unanimous. Tremendous cheering greets Mr. Hill 
as he is escorted by Mr. Uber to the platform. Mr. Hill 
makes a good speech accepting the honor. 


I. J. Brown, of New York, moves that the association 
should give $1,000 to the New Jersey State Association 
toward the expense of the entertainment of the National 
Convention. This motion is referred to the executive 


committee on motion of Mr. MecCoach, after a discussion, 
which reveals the fact that the convention has cost about 
$6,000. 


Mr. McCoach moves that the convention extend its 
hearty thanks to the Atlantie City Association and to the 
trade press. 


Jas. E. Britt, of San Francisco, compliments Mr. Boyd’s 
administration and moves that he be presented with a 
suitable testimonial to cost $400. The motion is carried 
unanimously. 


It is decided to nominate State vice-presidents by mail, 
and at 7:30 the convention is adjourned ‘‘sine die.’’

Hold Fifth Annual Convention in the City by the Sea. 
9 TLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 25.—[Special.}]— 
“| Atlantic City today is the scene of the fifth 
annual convention of the New Jersey State Asso- 
ciation of Master Plumbers, which is conven- 
4 ing in Odd Fellows’ hall. From all appearance 
the meeting in point of attendance and general interest 
has eclipsed any previous convention in the history of the 








association. 

Headquarters were established at the Loraine and after 
Saturday night rooms at this hostelry were at a pre- 
mium. This steady influx continued until an additional 
crew of waiters was ordered down to hold the fort. 

Monday broke bright and clear and the meeting was 
blessed with a continuance of the ideal weather through- 
out. The board walk presented a very pretty picture, 
while the beach was dotted with familiar faces bent on 
a dip in the briny deep. Father Neptune was also very 
benevolent in his treatment of his visitors, who were 
quick to take advantage of the caimness of the sea for 
an enjoyable bath. 

At 10:30 o’élock when President White brought the 
convéntion to order in Odd Fellows’ hall the spacious 
room was filled to its utmost. A dainty collection of 
millinery worn by the charming and fair sex was seen 
on the front rows, and their appearance throughout the 
deliberations of the convention was a great incentive 
and inspiration for an enthusiastic meeting and a con- 
tinuance of the good work. 

As the members were somewhat restless after the fes- 
tivities of the previous day, the chair deemed it advis- 
able to appoint a sergeant-at-arms, who was requested 
to guard the sacred entrance with his life. John H. 
Moore, of Atlantic City, was selected to fill this position 
and, we are glad to say, came off the field without a 
scratch. 

The president now introduced to the meeting the presi- 
dent of the local association, Van Buren Giffin, who in 
a few pleasing words warmly welcomed his fellow broth- 
ers to Atlantic City.

The mayor was awarded a rising vote of thanks for 
his gracious indulgence. 

President White invited E. D. Hornbrook and John 
Trainor, both ex-presidents of the national association; 
William H. Rothrock, an ex-national director, and John 
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L. E. Firmin, secretary of the San Francisco Associa- 
tion of Master Plumbers, who were in the hall, to occupy 
seats on the stage. 

There was much commotion in the room when it was 
known that Mr. Firmin, of San Francisco, was in attend- 
ance at this meeting.
